- Assistant: Building Inspector Cur- 
tis King told the council that he has 
had some weeds cut, Sasyk told King 
to contact the property owner behind 
Rockett and tell him to cut the weeds 
or the city would issue him a‘cita- 
tion. Rockett lives in the 900 block of 
Madison Street. 

“Rockett told the Press-Record that 
he is not satisfied with the outcome 
of Tuesday night’s meeting. “It’s the 
same as always. They always pass it 
around. There’s weeds in lots all 
over town and those weeds didn’t 
come about in a week or two.

location chosen 


The Granite City Board of Educa- 
tion, administrative district for 
Madison County Special Education 
Region One has ‘decided on a new 
site for the special education office. 

Currently at 2060 Delmar Ave., the 
special education headquarters will 
move effective Jan. 1 into Granite 
City School District Nine’s office 
complex at 20th and Adams streets. 

There is sufficient space-for the 
special staff on Adams Street, and, 
the lease for a portion of the Granite, 
City Township Building on Delmar: 
will expire Dec. 31, board members, 
noted. 

The move was proposed by 
Superintendent Frank L. Kraus, who 
was authorized to notify Granite Ci- 
ty Township that the schools will 
vacate the existing Region One of- 
fice suite. . 

Office space ofiginally ‘was 
granted to the regional staff in 
response to the Granite City school- 
district's decision to transfer the 
21st Street and Delmar Avenue tract 
to the township. The transfer of 
ownership made it possible for the 
town hall to be constructed there. 

The site previously housed Central 
Junior High School, which was torn 
down, More modern junior highs had 
been built, and there was an inade- 
quate campus area at 2ist and 
Delmar. 

The Board of Education showed no 
inclination to rent office space 
anywhere, since -it could see no 
justification for undertaking such an 
expense. 

‘The plan that was approved éalls 
for ‘counseling of students and 
parents to be conducted in a 
relatively private District Nine of- 
fice building immediately west of. 
the main district headquarters, 

The main office structure will 
house special education ad- 
ministrators and secretaries. There 
is room for them because the 
number of District Nine’ ad- 
ministrators has been reduced com- 
pared to past years.

bond issue, or we can allow our 
school system to. be run by a_state 
agency where we may have little or 
nd input into daily operation, pro- 
grams, personnel, etc. 

After minimal research, 1 am 
satisfied that the financial problems 
our school system is experiencing 
are situational rather than the result 
of poor administration. 


Considering that some local in- 
dustries have closed or are 
operating at limited capacity, school 
enrollment. is down, government 
assistance reduced, and the tax base 
lowered, our school administrators 
have probably done as well as can be 
expected. 

{ is also to be noted that our 
school system is not unique in its 
financial problems; many neighbor- 
ing school districts—as well as na- 
tionwide—are having similar pro- 
blems. 


Additional taxation in any form is 
generally considered unfair, unple- 
sant, and unwanted. However, like 
other aspects of life, it is often a mat- 
ter of attitude and perception. 

It can either be viewed as a gross- 
ly unfair burden or as a feeling of 
progress, pride, and belonging. 

Many people, especially those of 
middle age, can justifiably maintain 


Abstain from raises till school 


To the Editor: 

T have monitored very closely the 
circumstances surrounding the 
economic plight of our school 
district, District"Nine, for the past 
six months, and long before that. 
And I have bitten my tongue and 
stayed out of the ensuing arguments. 
But I cannot hold back any longer. 

‘There are two tax proposals on the 
ballot for the November election 
which are critical to the short — and 
long — term viability of our local 
school system in Granite City. 

And it is paramount indeed that 
they bé passed, to allow us and our 
children to be reasonable masters of 
our own destiny. 

After all, that’s the very charter of 
this country. It includes running our 
own schools, as we see fit. 

But when people do not behave 
responsibly, bad things happen, and 
in the final analysis, basic freedoms 
are lost. I find nofault with that pro- 
cess. I simply do not want it to hap- 
pen here. 

The single, most. important ques- 
tion now is, ‘How do we private 
citizens act responsibly under the 
circumstances?” 

The answer to that question is just 
as simple. We vote “Yes” for each of 
the two tax proposals that will finan- 
cially; salvage our freedom to con- 
tinue ‘managing our own affairs in 
School District Nine. 


However, in view of the track 
record‘ of the School Board, the 
District Nine management staff, 
and the strike-prone teachers of our 
school, we, the people, cannot, in 
good conscience, arbitrarily vote 
“yYes’’ on election day without some 
specific guarantees’ from each of 
those esteemed groups. 

We cannot simply prostrate 
ourselves, financially, to support the 
schools without specific reassurance 
that our displayed faith will not once 
again be betrayed to selfish interests 
inherent in any of the three groups.

Legislation assists senior 
citizens with medical costs 


Governor James R, Thompson.has 
approved ‘legislation, wich some 
changes, that will assist eligible 
senior citizens and disabled persons 
im paying for medication for car- 
diovascular problems. 

“Ror too many of our older and 


. , disabled citizens, struggling to make 


‘ends meet, the cost of appropriate 
médical care—and the medication 
needed to keep them alive and 
well—are out of reach, lost among 
the mounting costs of food and rent 
and utilities,’ Thompson said. “This 
legislation will help remove one 
more worry for individuals. who 
must take'medication for threaten- 
ing cardiovasculardiseases.’’ 

House Bill 2560 expands the Senior 
Citizens and Disabled Persons Pro- 
perty Tax Relief Act, commonly 
known as. the Circuit Breaker, 
establishing a program to be ad- 
ministered by the, Department of 
Revenue for pharmaceutical 
assistance to heart patients. 

Under the law, eligible. senior 
citizens and disabled ‘persons will 
give up. their flat pharmaceutical 
grant of $80 in order to receive addi- 
tional grants. They also will assign 
to the state applicable benefits of 
private insurance or public 
assistarice coverage. 

The program established in’ HB 


2560 will pick up the portion of their 
heart medication not covered by in- 
surance. 

In applying an amengatory veto to 
the measure, Thompson said that, 
while he endorses the concept, por- 
tions of the bill conflict with other 
laws and: present technical pro- 
sblems. 

Included in the changes made 
were: 

“peletion of language referring 
to program ineligibility ifa person is 
covered by. private or group in- 
surance. This section conflicts with 
other provisions in the bill which 
allow for assignment of benefits 
from third parties.

GOP leader says registration 
drive slanted to help Democrats

The chairman of the Republican 
Central Committee in Madison 
County says the committee may 
seek legal action to halt alleged im- 
proper voter registration tactics by 
Project Vote, a group that has been 
racking up registrations in record 
numbers throughout the county 

Republican Chai an Edward 
Ragsdale at a press conference last 
week said “Project |Vote—-which 
labels itself a non-partisan civic 
organization— is breaking ‘all the. 
rules" in an effort to register 
Democratic voters. 

Some of the 
Ragsdale alleges 

— Deputy registrars] belonging to 
Project Vole are handing out anti- 
Republican literature when register 
ing voters 

Project Vote volunteers have 
not asked for identification from 
new registrants and, in some cases, 
have been filling the forms out 
themselves. Ragsdale said this will 
certainly result in vote fraud 

— Office space has been provided 
to Project Vote by an organization 
which should be non-pgrtisan (the 
Alton YWCA), and by Democratic 
state's atforney candidate Dick 
Allen. 

Ragsdale said he also has in- 
formation! that Project Vote coor- 
dinator Mark Von Nida lives in north 
St. Louis County and should be dis- 
qualified |from being a deputy 
registrar anywhere in Hllinois. 

Deputy registrars in Project Vote 
and other groups in the ‘county have 
until Tuesday to register new voters. 
Ragsdale said this means legal ac- 
tion may be too late, but it remains a 
possibility. 

“We. should look into. (legal ac-

tion),” Ragsdale’said 

“*] don’t know if it’s all illegal. But 
for them to be in Dick Allen’s place 
proves they're not non-partisan.”" 

Ragsdale said the tactics by Pro- 
ject Vote “are nothing short of steal- 
ing an election. A lot of money, is go- 
ing into their thing to defeat (State’s 
Attorney) Don Weber and President 
Reagan.” 

He said Republicans harshly 
criticize the stance by the Alton 
YWCA to provide free office space to 
Project Vote 

“I cannot see a connection bet- 
ween the YWCA and the 
Democrats,” Ragsdale said. “It is a 
community resource and should be 
non-partisan.”” 

Von Nida, former campaign coor 
dinating for Sen. Gary Hart in the Il- 
linois presidential primary, said he 


was born and raised in Granite City 


and has been a registered voter here” 
ever since 1976. 

“We are only a non-partisan group 
trying to overcome registration bar- 
riers and make voting possible for 
everyone,”’ Von Nida said. 

“As of June ’84 there were 53,000 
unregistered voters in the county. 
Nationally, we have the lowest 
number of voters proportionately to 
any democratic country next to 
Botswana. 

“We're out to changeithat and 
we've registered 6,000 new voters in 
the county so far. As far as what 
Ragsdale has to say about us, I don’t 
know what to think."” 

Von Nida said Ragsdale’s appeal 
to cut YWCA funding ‘twas an ir- 
responsible remark, almost 
blackmail."’ He added. that Project 
Vote does not have office space in 
Allen's office, but the secretary does 
take messages for the group. 


State minimum wage raised 


The Illinois Department of Labor 
has announced a statutory increase 
in the state minimum wage, effec- 
tive today, Oct. 1. 

The new wage rate of $3 per hour 
is a result.of legislation -which 
phases in increases until the rate is 
the same as the federal minimum 
wage ($3.35). The final phase of the 
increase will be effective July i, 
1985. 

Although the law coyers all Illinois 
employers with four or more 
employees, the increase only affects 
employers who are not subject fo 
\federal law. There are about 750,000 
lworkers in Illinois exclusiveley 
covered by the state law 

‘The Illinois law sets a separate 
|minimum wage rate for workers 
under 18 years of age. That new rate 
as of, Oct. 1 is $2.55. The youth 
mininium wage beginning in July 
1985 will be $2.85.

didates the way they choose which 
team they’ll root for in the Super 
Bowl,” Jackson said. ‘“They’re pro- 
bably those who are attentive only at 
the Jeet minute.” 

Voters who do want to make in- 
formed choice often have trouble sif- 
ting through the verbiage and 
misplaced emphasis that frequently 
attend political reportage. 

“Unfortunately,” Sanders said, 
“some reporters seem’ more in- 
terested in who is going to win than 
in who ought to win.” 

MANY REPORTERS also hold 


misconceptions about what the elec-' 


‘orate wants—and needs—to read, 
seé and hear, Sanders added. The 
thrill of the horse race is interesting, 
but voters also need other informa- 
tion. 

“One of the large challenges fac- 
ing people the mass media,” 
Sanders said, ‘is how to learn to do a 
better job of presenting candidates 
as people—people with values, per- 
sonal habits, personalities, 
strengths and weaknesses of 
character and, yes, positions.on the 
issues.” 

‘Among Sanders’ suggestions to 
voters are: 

\-GATHER information about the 
election, candidates and issues from 

re than one medium (get it from 
néwspapers, as well as telévision, 
for example). 

—-Acquire your information from 
more than one news source within a 

jedium (watch two TV networks or 
read two opposing newspapers). 

—To the extent you can, put aside 


prejudices. ‘‘For example,’’ Sanders, 


said, ‘fisn’t it probable that in this 
great and vast country of ours there 
ig a woman who would be at least as 
good as president ‘as the male that 
we will choose?’” 

JACKSON ADDS this advice: 
—Have a certain healthy ske 
ticism about much of what you hear 
and see in a campaign. ‘‘A lot of the 
claims are grandiose and over- 

drawn,” Jackson said. 
—In your choice, worry about a lot 
more'than the “Big Me.”

siU makes plans for possible earthquake 


‘Theres only about one chance in a 
hundred that a ‘disastrous  earth- 
quake will occur in Southern Illinois 
this century, but Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale is plann- 
ing for the possibility, 


“The difficult part will be covinc- 
ing people that something that 
hasn’t happened in their lifetime, 
and isn’t likely to happen in their 
lifetime, is worth doing anything 
about,” says Richard H. Moy, dean 
of the SIU School of Medicine. 

SIU’s MEDICAL school in Spr- 


ingfield, Moy says, is drafting a plan 
to provide ‘‘rapid-deployment”’ 
emergency teams that can be ready 
at short notice to fly to the scene of 
an earthquake and help the injured. 

Southern Illinois is wihin the zone 
that could sustain major damage if 
the New Madrid fault erupts in a 
quake of magnitude 7 or greater. 

The New Madrid fault gets its 
name from the town that experienc- 
ed a series of quakes during the 
winter of 1811-1812. The largest was 
8.7 0n the Richter scale. 

THAT QUAKE, was felt from. the 


East Coast to what is now Montana, 
and from the Great Lakes to New 
Orleans. It rang bells in Boston, 
caused the Mississippi River to run 
backward and created Reelfoot 
Lake in Tennessee. 

Geophysicists who study the New 
Madrid fault believe an earthquake 
of that size is unlikely to recur in the 
next 400 to 600 years. But, says Moy, 
“there’s enough energy if the fault 
went off to produce a Richter 7 
quake. Springfield ‘might be the 
closest major medical center still in~ 
tact, able to reach out, to be of help

—Take shelter under a heavy 
piece of furniture to avoid injury 
from falling objects. 

BUT UNLIKE what you have been 
told to do in @&se of a tornado, don’t 
head for the basement, where you 
could be buritd by building collapse. 

‘And ‘don’t run outside, where you 
could be hit by pieces of a crumbling 
structure. That’s what happened to 
two victims of a recent Idaho'quake. 

“Moy believes preparation for New 
Madrid’s worst ought to be a coor- 
dinated effort by ,the seven 
Midwestern states that could be af- 
fected, And, he thinks the time to 
start that effort is now, even though 
the 100-year odds are long (99-1). 
“We'd havea lot of resources and 
specialists, but without brganjza- 
tidn, we couldn't get there to do 
anything,”’ he says. 

SOUTHERN | ILlinois has ex- 
perienced anumber of tremors in re- 
cent years of no geater intensity 
than 5 on the Richter scale. 

People think of earthquakes below 
Richter 5 as “‘cute,”’ Moy says. But 
&bove Richter 6, they begin to do 
some damage. Quakes measuring 6 
are likely, 7 are possible and 8 are 
“unlikely in our lifeime, but possi- 
ble.” E 

‘An earthquake preparedness com- 
mittee headed by SIU’s vice presi- 
dent for campus servies, Clarence 
G. Dougherty, already has met with 
Carbondale city officials and staff 
members of Memorial Hospital of 
Carbondale as part of a move to'link 
campus and outside readiness plans, 

SIU ALSO IS looking at a hookup 
with other medical schools in the 
New Madrid fault area to provide 
mutual assistance in the event of a 
major quake. 


Most people think of bagkruptcy only as a 
means of eliminating. large amounts of in- 
debtedness.

As will be 
seen in the three examples to follow, bankrupt- 
cy can save the driver's license of an uninsured 
motorist, stop/the) repossession of an in- 
dividual’s car, and save a person’s home whena 
mortgage foreclosure is imminent 

The Illinois Safety Responsibility Law pro- 
vides that if an uninusred motorist causes per- 
sonal injury to another driver or property 
damage to his vehicle in excess of $250.00, the 
Secretary of State may suspend the driving 
privileges of the uninsured driver. Normally, the 
driver without insurance can have his license 
reinstated by making arrangements to pay 
himself for any property damage or personal in- 


jury. One problem,

from an accident may total 
of dollars, and the uninsured 
driver may be unable to pay this out of his own 
pocket: The uninsured driver in this situation 
can discharge the indebtedness for personal in- 
jury and property damage resulting from the ac- 


his driver's license by filing’ a’ Chapter 7 
bankruptcy. 

Bankruptcy can also be used to avoid the 
repossession of an indivudual's car. In some in- 
stances, when a person falls two months or, | 
more behind with his car payments, the lender 
threatens to repossess the vehicle. -In many 
cases, ‘this is the person’s only means of 
transportation, and ne is unable to pay off the 
back payments in a lump sum. A Chapter 13, 
wage earner plan in this situation will stop. the 
efforts of creditors to repossess and allows the, 
debtor. to pay off the delinquent car payments 
over a 36 month period. z 

Finally, a Chapter 13 bankruptcy can also stop 
a mortgage foreclosure. Often a person falls 
behind in his house payments because of illness 
or job layoff. Later when he goes back to work, 
he is unable to pay off in a lump sum the many 
months. of delinquent house payments. Once 
again, a Chapter 13 wage earner plan will’stop 
the foreclosure and force the mortgage holder 
to take the back payments over a 36 month 
period rather than in one lump sum. This often 
means the difference Between losing one’s
